With theſe inſtructions they en- 
fred England, and Saunders the 
fame time Ireland, with an army 
fzom the Pope, to ſuccour the Ke- 
bel Deſmond, And as Saunders la- 
boured by violence and force of 
Armes to enthrall mens perſons: 
theſe with artificiall and plauſt⸗ 
ble perſwaſions , fo captiuate their 
ſoules, and preuailed with many, 
together with a refuſall of commu - 
nicating with vs in the religious 
worſhippe of God, to rencunte 
their ciuill duty and allegiance vn- 
to their Doueraigne. | 

And thus by the ſeditious pra- 
iſes of Jeſuites and Prieſts, this 
ſeparation of her Paieſties Sub⸗ 
iecs from dinine Seruite daily en- 
creaſing, and accompanyed with a 
perillons diſſolution of the bond of 
her ciuill obedience: Pet her Baie

EU. lial; s Arden, Parrie, and others 
of the fame ranke, with hope of e⸗ 
ternall faiuation, to lap violent 
hands vpon her Paieſties ſacred 
1555. as. Elis perſon : and became principall a- 
gents to incite the King of Spoyne 
(then entering into hoſftihty with 
this land) to muade the Realme,a(- 
ſuring him to haue here a partie of 
Roma- 
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Nomaniſts, ready to alſiſt ſuch 
power as he would ſet on land, for 
ſubduing of this potent Mingdome. 

Which vnchriſtian and vnnatu⸗ 
rall enterpꝛiſes of fugitine Jeſu⸗ 
ites, and Prieſks, conered with the 
mantle of zeale and Religion, en- 
foꝛted her Maieſty after much pa⸗ 
tiente and longanimitje, to enart by 
publike anthozitieof Parliament; 
chat if any Ie ſuites or Prieſts made 1584 27. Ei, 
in parts beyond the Seas, accor- 
ding to the rites of the Romane 

church, caine into this Realme, they 
ſhould be adjudged traytors, and 
4vffer as in caſe of high tteaſos. 
Altheſe notorious ſeditions and 
rebellions hat ched and produced by

Tawes made by the late renow⸗

TheodidaGus. None, but their 
fanaticall zeale to pꝛomote the Ko- 
miſh Religion: which enraged af- 
fection out of chazitie is not ta bee 
ſuppoſes to bee in all of that pzofeſ- 
ſion; and in wiſedome to be feazed 
leaſt it be in ſome ſuzuiuing theſe 
offendezs: And thezefoze to dil⸗ 
cerne the one fzam the other, the 
Dath of Allegiance, (which hath 
occaſioned this our conference) 
was principally f2amed.

Theodidattus, An Path is a 
moſt ſacred bond, and with a ſe⸗ 
cꝛet tez20ur imprinted by the im⸗ 
mediate finger of God in the ta⸗ 
king thereof, doth ſo ſtraitly oblige 
the inmoſt ſoule and conſcience , 
that although manp men bee obdu⸗ 
rate vnto other aricuous finnes, 
pet they will bee tender and ſenſi⸗ 
ble of the violation of an oath. Very 
often (ſaith Saint Auguſtine) men u ena 
rouoke their wiues whome they ad cenſcat. 
ſuſpect to be adulterous, to cleere 
themiſelues by an oath; which they 
would not do, vnleſſe they did be- 
leeue that thoſe which feare not a- 
dulterie, may feare periurie: for in- 
deed ( faith he) ſome vnchaſte wo- 
men which haue not fesred to de- 
ce iue their husbands by wanton- 
nes, haue been afraid tovſsG O D 
vnto them as a witneſſe of their 
chaſtitie, Jn the mariall contiun- 
ction of the husband and wife, 
there is a linely reſemblance of the 
obligation of ſubiects in cinill alle-

then diſobedience. 

Philaletbes, But is there any e ex- 
amplc in former ages of the like oth 
for the trying of the loyalty of the 
ſubiects vnto their Soueraigne? 

Theodidactus. About a thouſand 
peeres ſince , the ſame oath in ſub⸗ 
ſkance was vſedi in Spaine, and rati⸗ 
fied by the Canons of diners fa- 
mous Councils of Toledo : For 
whereas there was a generall re- 
port, that there was ſuch perfidi- 

ouſne ſſe 
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ouſneſſe in the minds of many peo- 
ple of diuers Nations, that they 
made no conſcience of keeping 
their oaths and fidelitie, that they 
had ſworne vnto their Kings, but 
did diſſemble a profeſſion of fideli- 
ty in their mourhes (like vnto equi⸗ 
uocating Papiſts) when they held 


an impious perfidiouſneſſe in their 


hearts: The fouꝛth Councell of To- 


jedo detreed (as alſo other: Coun a c. 
tels held in the ſame Citie) that

bwhoſocuer of vs, or of all the peo- Coogee 


= through all Spaine, ſhall goe a- 
out by any meanes of conſpiracie 
or practiſe, to violate the oath of his 
fidelitie, which hee hath taken for 
the preſeruation of his Countrie, 
or of the Kings life; or who ſhal at- 
tempt to lay violent bands vp- 
on the King; or to depriue him of

The time will come 
when one Gos ſhall, be acknow- 
ledged, The time will come, when 
one CHRIST, appearing it his 
brighineſſe, ſhall gather before 
him all Nations, and ſever them 
as a Paſtor ſeuereth his Goats from 
the ſheep, and place his ſheepe vp- 
on his right hand, and his Goates 
vpon his left, And then thou ſhalt 
ſee many ſeruants, and ſubiects, a- 
mongſt the ſheepe, and many ma- 
ſters, and Princes, amongſt the 
Goates: and againe many maſters, 
and Painces, amongſt the Sheep, 
and many ſubiects and Seruants a- 
mongſt the Goates. Do when all
